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EPIDEMIOLOGICAL REPORTS

Influenza
Dr. Dorothy Hamre, University of Chicago, reported the 

additional isolations of type A influenza virus from 2 specimens 
collected on April 2 and 6 and of type B virus from 5 specimens 
obtained during the period March 24 to April 14. All isolations 
were from students at the University of Chicago and all were 
made In monkey kidney tissue cultures. Serologic tests are not 
yet complete, but one person from whom a type B virus was 
isolated had an antibody rise to type B/GL/54 but not tc 
A/Jap/305/57, by hemagglutinin-inhibition tests.

The Division of Preventive Medicine, Office of the Surgeon 
General, U. S. Department of the Army, reports that of 93 
specimens obtained at Fort Ord, California, during the week 
ended April 25, 16 were positive for type A influenza, 9 for 
type B, and 23 for adenovirus.

The Mississippi State Board of Health reports that of 6 
acute phase specimens collected from persons involved in an 
outbreak of influenza-like disease in a school, 5 specimens 
had indicative complement fixation titer rises against influenza 
B/GL/54. The outbreak occurred in early February. The ill­
ness was mild, lasting from 3 to 5 days with symptoms of fever, 
headache, nasal congestion, and muscular aches. Absenteeism 
in the school reached a peak of 63 percent. Few adult members 
of the students’ families were ill.

Information from the West Virginia State Department of 
Health states that influenza type B, Great Lakes strain, was 
serologically confirmed in 2 cases in Mercer County. Speci­
mens were collected during March.

Mortality from all causes and influenza and pneumonia 
reported by 114 cities for the current week was higher than for 
last week and above the average numbers of deaths reported

for comparable weeks in the 5 years 1954-58.
By geographic divisions, mortality from all causes was 

higher than average for the East North Central, West South 
Central, and Mountain Divisions. Mortality from influenza and 
pneumonia was above average for the New England, Middle 
Atlantic, Mountain, and Pacific Divisions.

The World Health Organization reports that the number of 
cases of “ influenza” registered in Copenhagen, Denmark, in­
creased from 696 cases for the week ended February 7 to 4,908 
for the week ended April 4, then declined slightly to 4,744 for 
the week ended April 11. Viruses of type A have been identi­
fied in France in the regions of Lyons and southeastern France. 
The number of deaths due to influenza during February 1959 
was 843 compared with 652 in February 1958 and 1,161 in Feb­
ruary 1957. In England and Wales the number of deaths attrib­
utable to influenza and influenzal pneumonia dropped from 907 
in the week ended March 14 to 116 in the week ended April 18.

Salmonellosis
The California Surveillance Report. April 24, 1959, states 

that 2 outbreaks of salmonellosis due to Salmonella blockley 
have been reported this year. In the first outbreak, 14 of 50 
people eating in a restaurant became ill. Eight of 10 persons 
who submitted stool specimens were found to be positive for 
S. blockley. One individual who had a positive stool specimen 
was not ill. The food vehicle was either shrimp cocktail or 
chicken. No food was available for examination but other frozen 
shrimp from the same source were examined and found to be 
negative for enteric pathogens. Specimens from 4 food handlers

collected a month after the outbreak proved to be negative..
In the second outbreak, of 150 people attending a reception 

31 became ill. Chicken was the suspect food but no food was 
available for laboratory examination. In 2 households illness 
occurred in persons who did not attend the reception but ate 
chicken molle' brought from the gathering. Two food handlers 
also were ill and had stool specimens positive for S. blockley.

Outbreak due to Pseudomonas aeruginosa
The California Surveillance Report also supplied informa­

tion about an illness in a hospital nursery for premature infants. 
Six of 14 infants became ill during a 2-week period. One of the 
6 developed meningitis and died; 1 baby had loose stools, 3 had 
eye infections, and 1 a skin lesion. Laboratory reports on stools, 
eye discharges, and spinal fluid from the child who died were 
positive for Pseudomonas aeruginosa. Another episode occurred 
in the same nursery several weeks later when the only 2 infants 
on the ward at the time became ill. These babies had loose 
stools which were positive for Ps. aeruginosa. All infants who 
became ill had used a nebulizer, the others had not. Cultures 
from various apparatus in the isolettes were also positive for 
Ps. aeruginosa.

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The chart shows the number of deaths reported for 114 
major cities of the United States by week for the current year, 
a 5-week moving average of these figures plotted at the central 
week and an adjusted average, 1954-58, for comparison. The 
adjusted average is computed as follows: From the total deaths 
reported each week for the years 1954-58, 3 central figures 
are selected by eliminating the highest and lowest figures re ­
ported for that week. A 5-week moving average of the arith­
metic means of the 3 central figures is then computed. The 
adjusted average shown in the chart is this moving average in­
creased by 2.3 percent to allow for estimated population growth 
in the cities.

The use of the adjusted average is based on the assumption 
that the crude death rate and changes in population will remain 
at the level of recent years. No allowance has been made for 
increased use of city hospital facilities.

Table 4 shows the number of death certificates received 
during the week indicated for deaths that occurred in a speci­
fied city. Figures compiled in this way, by week of receipt, 
usually approximate closely the number of deaths occurring 
during the week. However, differences are to be expected be­
cause of variations in the interval between death and receipt 
of the certificate and because of incomplete reporting due to 
holidays or vacations. If a report is not received from a city 
in time to be included in the total for the current week an esti­
mate is made for use in plotting the figure in the chart.

The number of deaths in cities of the same size may also 
differ because of variations in the age, race, and sex composi­
tion of the populations, and because some cities are hospital 
centers serving the surrounding areas. Changes from year to 
year in the number of deaths may be due in part to population 
increases or decreases.

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SOURCE AND NATURE OF MORBIDITY DATA

These provisional data are based on reports to the Public 
Health Service from health departments of each State and of 
Hawaii and Puerto Rico. They give the total number of cases of 
certain communicable diseases reported during the week usually 
ended the preceding Saturday. Cumulative totals are routinely 
revised to include corrected and revised figures and delayed 
reports. In table 1, data for Alaska are Included for 1959 but 
not for prior years. In table 2, total figures for the United 
States and the Pacific Division include figures for Alaska for 
1959 only. Cases of anthrax, botulism, and rabies in man are 
not shown in table 2, but a footnote to table 1 shows the States 
reporting these diseases. When diseases of rare  occurrence 
(cholera, dengue, plague, louse-borne relapsing fever, small­
pox, louse-borne epidemic typhus, and yellow fever) are re ­
ported, this will be noted below table 1.
